Washington, March 5.—President Cleve- 
land, as heretofore stated, refused his as- 
sent to three of the great appropriation 
bills because of objection to matters con- 
tained in them. The sundry cival dil. 
carrying a total appropriation of $53,030,000, 
contained river and harber improvement 
items to the amount of nearly eighteen mil- 
lions. These Mr. Cleveland disapproved in 
pursuance of his policy toward this class of 
public works. 

An item was inserted by the senate in the 
Indian appropriation bill relating to the 
patenting of claims for land containing gil- 
somite (a substance somewhat resembling 
rubber) and this item, it is understood, was 


te principal ground of objection to execu- 


tive approval. The basis. of opposition to 
the agricultural bill is supposed to have 
been the president’s support of the policy 
of the secretary of agriculture upon the 


matter of distributing seeds. 


A fourth bill, the general deficiency, fall- 
ed to become a law because the senate and 
the house could not agree as to the pay- 
ment of certain claims, adjudicated upon 
and decided against the United States by 
the court of claims, provision for which 
was made by the senate. As it passed the 
house, the bill carried a total of $8,442,027, 
which was increased in the senate to 
$11,393, 940.

There are some people in Atlanta ,who 
wish to see Otis O. Smith brought back to 
the city on the grand jury indictment, and 
then there are some people who do not 
wish to see him brought back. 

Behind this dual desire in regard to 
Smith’s return there is a most interesting 
story. . 

„It may. in the first place, be briefly 
stated, that those who wish to see him 
return once more to the scenes of his 
social triumphs and his downfall are the 
officers of the law. 

But it will take more than a short para- 
graph to dispose of the others who are 
dreading the reappearance of the erst- 
while society favorite. 

This new chapter of the interesting story 
of one of the pets of Atlanta's four hun- 
dred, is a sequel to that which was given 
exclusively in The Evening Constitution 
and recorded the disastrous mistake 
which one of Smith’s friends made in re- 
turning to ‘the writers the dainty arid ten- 
der missives which were written by his 
lady admirers in the heyday of his social 
existence, 

ft will de remembered that among Smith's 
personal effects were found a large num- 
ber of letters and notes Wich had been 
penned by his fair lady friends, and some 
of thém were a little too ‘affectionate and 
ardent to have suggested a mere friendly 
correspondence, These tender epistles were 
returned to those who had written them 
by a well meaning but indiscreet friend of 
Smith’s. It created a sensation and ih 
two or three instances almost a flustration 
to Cupid’s plans and arrangements. 

When Smith shook the dust of Atlanta 
from his feet it was thought that the epi- 
ode wopid plow over with the kindly 
winds of tine and fate, and several’ society 
ladies began to breathe more easily. 

TO USE THEIR LETTERS IN COURT. 

A new difficulty, however, has arisen 
which has once more aroused the fears 
of Smith’s correspondents. They have 
been told that if Smith is caught and 
brought back to Atlanta and tried there 
is a strong probability of an effort being 
made to introduce some of his correspond- 
ence for the purpose of showing how he 
squandered the wealth which he had ap- 
propriated from other people’s exchequers. 
The writers of the notes may be summoned 
as witnesses and be made to testify about 
the contents of the letters and the hand- 
some presents, the dinner parties, the 
theater parties, the sumptuous suppers 
and the bonbons which were doubtless the 
potent agents which had much to do with 
the motives which inspired the gushing 
sentiments in the episties which, have 
arisen out of the wreck of a social apos- 
tate to haunt the regretful writers. This 
is a paraphrase of Smith’s own review of 
his reign in Atlanta society. 

So it is that there are many in Atlanta 
who are hoping and longing that Smith 
wil not be caught by the sheriff of Ful- 
ton county. A story in The Evening Con- 
stitution with the following headlines in 
heavy black type: “Smith Has Been 
Caught.“ would almost produce an epi- 
demic of hysteria.

These 
bonds were not indorsed by any cra 
Colonel Candler had sold them himself. 

Being in a dilemma, he entered into 
negctiations with the old Richmond and 
Danville on the one hand ‘and the Georgia 
on the other for assistance. His line cut 
across through a good section of the 
country and the lessees of the Georgia, 
the Louisville and Nashville and the Cen- 
tral of Georgia concluded to help Solon 
Candler through with his enterprise.

ATLANTA’S, OLD. DAYS 


A correspondent up the country who read 
my recent article on the late A. R. Wat- 
son, writes to ask the fate of James R. 


‘Barrick. 


When I read the letter, I laid it aside and 
gave myself up to the memories which it 
suggested. , f 

James R. Barrick! Of my readers u 
how many remember him? 

Yet he was a man of genius, a brilliant 


poet, a capable journalist and a golden-— 


hearted. gentleman. . 

When Johnson’s army was closing 
around Atlanta, I met Barrick often. He 
was an invalid, but his patriotism had 


‘caused him to leave his native state :of 


Kentucky and follow the fortunes of her 
‘soldiers in the field. 

At that time he was very popular with 
the veterans and with men high in author- 
ity. He was not able to use the sword, 
but his flashing pen did splendid work for 
the confederacy. 


In those days he impressed everybody as 
a gentle enthtsiast, a soil of flame in 


a body of gause.“ 

After the siege he drifted away and he 
vas so frail that I never expected to see 
him again. 

Three of four yeats later, after Carey 
W. Styles had retired from the editorship 
of The Morning Constitution, I was grati- 
filed one day to find him installed in the 
sanctum of. that. papér as its managing 
editor. 

Those were days that tried men's souls, 
but Barrick was equal to the test. He 
never bullied or swaggered. He never 
indulged in violent language. He never 
‘abused his opponents. But in the journal- 
ism of those turbulent times he was a 
powerful factor, through his conserva- 
tism and skill in using the legitimate 
weapons of argument. 

From time to time he favored his read- 
“ers with many tender and pat™etic poems, 
which are doubtless treasured in many 
scrapbooks today. 


Colonel W. A. Hemphill, his associate on 
The Constitution at that time, knew and 
loved him well. The robust soldier who had 
braved the hardships of the war for four 
years appreciated thw chivalrous spirit of 


the Kentuckian and stood by him. like a 
brother. The two had many tastes in 
common and Hemphill’s talk was always

LOYAL OLD JOHN MILTON. 
Through the aid of Governor Atkinson 
and Colonel Allen Candler I have been 
gathering up the odds and ends of the ca- 
reer of loyal old John Milton, the first sec- 
retary of state for Georgia. He-seems to 
have been as courageous as he was loyal, 
and as true as steel. When the first gov- 


ton, who was a man of affairs in Georgia, 
was chosen by the general assembly to fill 
the honorable post of secretary of state, 
and was eiven the custody of the great 
sdal of the state. The seal contains the 


“Agriculture and Commerce” on the oth- 
er, and is a large silver die made to be 
impressed on a waxen pendant. Only four 
states in.the union, by the way, ‘retain that 
clumsy appendage. 


Old John Milton stuck to his post when 
all the rest of the heads of the depart- 
ments decamped, the young governor tak- 
ing with him the state script, and it is 
said that it frequently took a quire of the 
uncut sheets of script to pay a hotel bill 
incurred by himself and his suite in their 
journeying through South and North Car- 
olina, as they retired in advance of the 
British invaders...

escape. He was regarded as an arch-rebel 
by. the enemies of the young republic. 


In the meantime ne nad a son who was 
a Captain in the continental army, Her- 
schel Virgil Milton, and who afterwards 
‘arose to the rank of general during the 
war of 1812. When the British and tories 
overran’ lower Georgia, the counties of 
Wilkes and Richmond were about all that 
were left holding their allegiance to the 
continental congress, and delegates met 
and formed an.executive committee, among 
the members of which was John Milton, 
who was the only representative of the 
state government left in Georgia, and for 
awhile he was the ruling power in Geor- 
gia. 


After the war closed he informed the 
state government, on its reorganization, 
where ne had hidden the archives, and 
the general dssembly employed a man by 
the name of Nathaniel Pierre, of French 
extraction, to go to Maryland and bring 
them back to Georgia. As a mark of their 
gratitude for the service rendered by Pierre 
they voted him £40 and a grant of 200 
acres of land. As for honest John Milton 


for his fidelity there is no record of the 
Yact except in one instance. George Wash- 
ington was not as popular down here at 
that time ‘as he has since become. 


The people of Georgia. had a misgiving 
that Washington wanted to usurp the 
supreme power. It is probable that the 
story. of the hatchet and of his mother’s 
colt. had not been circulated as largely in 
that day and time as they were later on. 


At all events, when the election for a pres- 


ident of the new republic came off John 
Milton received the vote of the Georgia 
delegation against the Father of his coun- 
try. That was in 1789, and of his future 
career little is known. He was buried 
somewhere near Lexington, after he had 
closed his long and honorable career. He

The situation of the school in regard to 
its. district is also a very happy one. It is 
as convenient to the vast majority of its 
scholars as it could well be, and is per- 
haps. nearer to the home of those who at- 
tend it, as a general rule, than most of the 
Atlanta schools are. 

Altogether the State street school, from 
the outside, as it were, is a very excellent 
school, and to find anything short of the 
very nicest about it, when it is considered

The teachers of this school are very 
much identified with it. In the five years 
of the school’s existence it has had many 
changes in its faculty. The prihcipal who 
saw it over the fough step of the inittal 
years, Miss Brenner, that was, has re- 
signed, 

She left the school, however, as a well 
established fact and with prosperity in its 
grasp and greater work before it. More 
than this, however, she left it In the hands 
of Mrs.‘ Scrutchin, ‘who, in the two years 
of her administration, has earned a repu- 
tation that is most enviable. No teacher 
or’ principal in any school could be more 
thought of or more kindly spoken of by 
puplis, past or present, than Mrs. 
Scrutchin. 

Only three teachers remain this year of 
those who saw the school organized five 
yeirs ago. The others have been called to 
other scheols one by one. The last one to 
profit by this transfer being Crew street, 
which secured the first grade teacher of 
State street, Miss Hodges. 

Miss Hutchinson is assistant principal . 
and was one of the teachers who was with 
the school at the beginning. Miss Dunlap 
and Miss Burchaell, also members of the 
first yeae’s faculty, teach the seventh and 
sixth grades respectively. The other teach- 
ers are Miss Sophia Lynch, Miss Myrtis 
Smith, Miss Nora Smith and Miss Mal 
Giles, teaching the different grades down 
to the first, the lowest grade being pre- 
sided over by Miss Pearl Hodges. 

As to the students in the school, ot Which 
there are about 400, they are a pleasant 
lot of boys and girls, and one not in the 
least hard to control. 

Their fondness for the school is. great.

Their scholarship ts high. ‘Taken alto- 
gether they are an exceptionally studious 
set of boys and girls.and are exceptionally 
nice. 

In very many ways the school is a model 
one. It reaches a set of children who seek. 
and crave learning, although they are not 
given credit for it, as a rule, and they give 
the children all that is possible during the 
years that they are under the school’s 
care. i 

The institution has become in the short 
time of its existence one of the most per- 
fected institutions in the Atlanta public 
school system. 

In reaching this state it has had behind 
it the immense advantage of this system, 
which, in itself, is remarkably excellent 
and proficient, and the aid of the faculty 
that was all that could be for.

the assembly rooms. It was a case of 
Sherman take the hindmost. 

“Sunday Colonel Barnett went to the cap- 
ol to try to get together the legislative 


acts, 80 as to preserve them. He was busy 
| at that when a runner dashed up to my 


house and reported that the vanguard of 
Sherman's army was entering the city. I 
immediately dispatched my little boy to 
the capitol to inform Colonel Barnett, and 
he quietly left the building and concealed 
himself under the bluff of the Oconee river 
until nightfall, when he came to the house 
with the acts of the legislature and the 
two seals in different packages. 

Now, Mary Ann, said he, ‘I am going 
away, and I want you to take-care of these 
acts and seals.’ sos 

„ Well, I answered, ‘If you aße going 
away, we will hide the seals in a safe place 
before you go,’ and calling for a lantern 
and a spade he and I and our little boy |; 
left the house by the rear entrance, and, 
selecting a spot near one of the pillars, we 
dug a hole and placed the old state seal, 
that was made in 1, in the bottom of the 
hole, securely wrapped, and on top of 
that we placed the confederate seal, made 
in 1865. We then filled up the hole careful- 
ly, gcattering bits of broken stone over the 
spot, so that ft looked like where children 
had been playing. 

BURIED AT DEAD OF NIGHT. 

“Tt was in the dead hours of the night, 
and all the time we were burying the seals 
the thought came constantly into mind of 
the burial of Sir John Moore, and the lines: 


‘We buried him darkly at dead of night, 
The sod with our bayonets turning,’ 


were constantly ringing in my mind. At- 


ter we had finished the work, Colonel Bar- | 


nett left and my Httle boy and myself were 
alone to face the yankee army. 

"But I have the blood of old George Wal- 
ton in my veins and I was not fraid to 
face ten thousand of them, and I went 
about my daily duties as if there were not 
a yankee trooper in a hundred miles of 
Milledgeville. Early on the following morn- 
ing I went to a pen where I had four t- 
tle pigs fattening, and, digging a hole as 
deep as I could get it in the bottom of the 
pen, I deposited the acts of the legislature, 
after having wrapped them in thick paper, 
around which I sewed a stout piece of 
cloth, and then wrapped that in another 
thickness of paper. I then went to the 
barn and secured a lot of fodder and shucks 
and threw them in the pen and told the 
pigs to make their bed there,

Atlanta, March 6.—The very unfavor- 
able warm rainy weather that has for the 
last few days prevailed has materially de- 
preciated the value on sales for most every- 

„ jn the Une of fruit and produce. It 
materially affects the keeping of such, es- 
pecially fruits, end causes parties well 
stocked no little uneasiness. For the above 
reasons apples especially has been affect- 
ed, and while the points of shipment 
throughout the east have shown very little 
or no decline, our local market has shown 
a considerable surplus and has now too 
many apples to be disposed of profitably 
to the seller and it will take at least ten 


days of hard work to get the market in 


a good, healthy condition again. 

Oranges are not co plentiful, and with 
the light supply in transit it will no doubt 
Strengthen the demand and prices during 
the coming week. f 

Bananas are move active, and, while the 
receipts have been unusually heavy, the 
consumption has been greater than at 
any time for several months.

NO SIGNS OF RECEDING. 

There is no sign anywhere of the king 
or government receding from the position 
they bave taken, and it is ominous that 
in the face of the threats of combined 
Europe the warlike preparations are being 
earried on with feverish activity. 

The most intense excitement everywhere 
is displayed, and the people display no 
fear of the result of an appeal to arms. 
They know full well that the Greek army 
by itself is no match for the numerically 
superior Turkish forces, but they . also 
know that in the event of war the whole 
of southern Europe would be set on fire. 
It is this that the powers wish to pre- 
vent, but if they attempt to use force to 
compel Greece to accede to their demands 
there is a very strong probability that 
Greece will apply the torch that will start 
a conflagration the result of which no one 
dan foretell.

Constantinople, March 6.—The Italian 
ambassador has made a formal demand 
upon the porte for satisfaction for the 
firing of a shot across the Dews of an 
Italian mail steamer on Tuesday evening 
while the vessel was passing through the 
Dardanelles. 

Evidence was given today of the feeling 
that has been created in Albania by 
Greece’s defiance of the powers. A strong 
ferce of Albanians, who were all prepared 
for active hostilities, surrounded at El 
Bassan two battalions of Turkish reserves, 
who were marching to the Greek frontier. 

The rerserves were disarmed by their 
captors, who appropriated to themselves 
the captured rifles and war ee car- 
ried by the reserves.

One of the most stupendous mining and 
development schemes ever undertaken in 
all the history of Georgta is now on foot. 

Yesterday Captain Eugene Frederick 
May Mayne, of London, Engiand, called on 
Colonel Allen D. Candler, secretary of 
state, to consult him in regard to applying 
for a charter for the company. | 

Colonel Candler explained to him that 
his jurisdiction did not extend to mining 
corporations and that he would have to 
apply to the courts for a charter. 

The company ts -capttalized at £1,000,000 
sterling and the shares have been taken 
largely by London capitalists. 

With Captain Mayne was Captain Bush, 
a mining expert sent out by the shane- 
‘hdlders” to lock over the ground and to 
pass judgment on the character of the 
property. Captain Mayne has purchased 
and secured options on 200,000 acres of gold 
bearing lands im north Georgia and has 
obtained a charter from the authorities ip 


Great Britain and now wants an operating 


charter under the laws of Georgia. 

The British authorities sent Colonel Cand- 
ler a lot of papers a few days ago with the 
request to have them properly recorded 
and that the company would remit the 
fees. Captain Mayne proposed yesterday to 
pay the costs in advance and to pay some- 
thing extra for clerk hire to have the work 
expedited. 

Colonel Candler informed him that the 
work would be done {immediately and that 
the clerks were prohibited by law from 
receiving extra compensation for such ser- 
vices. 

The Englishman seemed to have ample 
funds and both were enthusiastic over the 
prospect of targe returns from their in- 
veetment in north Georgia gold mines and 
they propose to begin operation at once 80 
soon as their charter is perfected.

EXPENSES OF THE INSURRECTION 


No Cordiahtty Between the Ex-Premier 
and Mr. Chamberlain, Whom the

London, March 6—The examination of 
Cecil Rhodes, ex-premier of the Cape Col- 
ony, Was resumed in Westminster hall 
yesterday by the parliamentary committee 
appointed to Inquire into the Jameson 
raid mMto the Transvaal. There was a 
fair attendance of apectators, but there 
were not nearly s0 many persons present 
as at the previous sittings. 

Mr. Rhodes testified that the Transvaal 
government had raised the railway rates 
for passengers and freight through the 
special intervention of President Kruger, 
“the object being to divert traffic, so that 
the bulk of fts should be secured by the 
Netherlands line. Witness said that he 
himself had told President Kruger that 
the result of such action would be that the 
Cape Colonists and even a great many of 
the Boers would resent it and try to turn 
him out of office. 

To this Kruger replied that he had the 
power and meant to use it. The opposition 
to ccmmercial federation, Mr. Rhodes 
suid, came chiefly from Germany, and 
fearing to interfere with the German 
trade, the Dutch did not oppose the wishes 
of the Germans. 

WANTED FREE TRADE. 

Mr. Rhodes said that his main object in 
assisting an insurrection in the Transvaal 
was to secure free trade throughout south 
Africa and a more tolerant attitude on the 
part of the Transvaal republic toward the 
Cap Colony. 

In answer to questions relating to the 
expenses of his operations against the 


natives in south Africa, Mr. Rhodes sad 


that he had sold 40,000. shares of the 
British South Africa Company's stock to 
pay the expenses of the war against Mata- 
bele and expended £94,000 in defraying such 
expenses, from which outlay there had 
been no return, 

Mr. Rhodes further stated that he had 
paid £50,000 toward the fines which had 
been imposed by the Transvaal court at 
Pretoria upon the Johannesburg reform 
committee prisoners, 

The examination of Mr. Rhodes was then 
concluded. :

NOTED CONVICTS TC BE RELEASED 


The Forecasts of the Programme for 


the Queen's Jubilee Are Belng In- 
dulged in, but None Are Offictal. 
Women Smoking in Their Clubs Is 
a Quextion That Is Agitating the 
Feminine England Today—Pioncer 
Club Declares Against the Practice.

London, March 6.—There still does not 
seem to be complete accord among the 
powers, especially in the. case of Great 
Britain, as to when the final step will be 


taken to coerce Greece into complying with 


the demands that have been made upon 
her by what is called “United Europe.” 

Then, so far as foreign affairs is con- 
cerned, fhe so-termed infallible British 
prime minister seems to be in doubt as 
to.the outcome. of his vigorous policy, 
which has called for heartfelt con- 
demnation by many English newspapers, 
and it is @ald that he will propose to the 
other powers that before blockading the 
coast of Greece the country be given an 
extension of time in which to consider her 
response to the collective note demanding 
her withdrawal from Crete. Indecision 
is generally a sign of weakness, and it is 
so believed to be in this case. 

It is thought that Greece does not reed 
any further time to consider what reply 
shall be made to the powers. Small and 
weak as she 18, it 16 judged from the dis- 
patches from Athens that she is thor 
oughly determined to maintain her present 
attitude and defy the powers to do their 
worst. In the meantime the admirals com- 
manding the foreign fleets off Crete have 
been ordered to report a plan for the block- 
ade of the Greek coasts, and this in face 
of the menacing position evidenced by the 
mobilization of the Greek army aud the 


report that a squadron has started for 


the coast of Macedonia. 
CONTINUANCE OF. PEACE. 

A representative of the United-Associated 
Presses was told at the foreign office to- 
day that the officials there still had confi- 
dence that there would be no armed col- 
Uston between Greece and the powers, but 
if the statements attributed to the Greek 
prime minister, O. M. Delyannis, are true, 
it is evident that the foreign officials are 
viewing the situation with an optimism 
that is not warranted by the situation. 

The statement said’ to have been made 
by M. Delyannis that Greece would prefer 
to disappear from the map of Europe 
rather than draw back from the position 
she ‘has ‘taken does not lead unprejudiced 
observers to pin their faith strongly io 
the opinions of foreign officials who blind- 
ly follow, the lead of their chief and who 
before this have seen diplomatic victory 
in circumstances which have impressed 
outsiders with a strong sense of defeat. 
Though the current of British sentiment 
flows strongly in favor of Greece in the 
Cretan imbroglio, it is apparently not 
strong enough to direct the policy of Lord 
Salisbury. 

He may pretend to bow to the popular 
will, but really he is taking nis own 
course, acting on the dictum of Lord 
Beaccnsfield that diplomacy must be 
guided by statesmen and not by the chat- 
ter of trresponsible frivolity.”

Following the idea that the govergment's 
foreign policy, right or wrong, should. have 
the support of the country, some of the 
liberal papers are discovering that some- 
thing can be said of diplomatic action, 
which, though contrary to general senti- 
ment, is, in official opinion, keeping Europe 
out of a war, which opinion, it is feared, 
may shortly’ receive a sudden shock.

It has transpired that King George since 
his settlement on the throne has been 
drawing annually from England, France 
and Russia a pension of £12,000, each 
power giving him £4,000 per annum, under 
the understanding that that sum shall con- 
tinue during the good behavior of himself 
and subjects. There are those who look 
upon the Greco-Cretan trouble as a pre- 
arranged scheme tod save the king and 
his dynasty from a revolution, which would 
embarrass the king and guarantors. ‘

ing that the modern Greek is the merest 
mongrel, making fraudulent use of tradi- 
tions, a most indifferent Christian and ever 
wanting Crete for purposes. ot robber.

Washington, March 5.—President Cleve- 
land, as heretofore stated, refused his as- 
sent to three of the great appropriation 
bills because of objection to matters con- 
tained in them. The sundry cival bill, 
carrying a total appropriation- of $53,030,000, 
contained river and harbor improvement 
items to the amount of nearly eighteen mil- 
lions. These Mr. Cleveland disapproved in 
pursuance of his policy toward this class of 
public works. 

An item was inserted by the senate in the 
Indian appropriation bill relating to the 
patenting of claims for land containing gil- 
sonite (a substance somewhat resembling 
rubber) and this item, it is understood, was 
the principal ground of objection to execu- 
tive approval. The basis of opposition to 
the agricultural bill is supposed to have 
been the president’s support of the policy 
of the .secretary of agriculture upon the 
matter of distributing seeds. 

A fourth bill, the general deficiency, fail- 
ed to become a law because the senate and 
the house could not agree as to the pay- 
ment of certain claims, adjudicated upon 
and decided against the United States by 
the court of claims, provision for which 
was made by the senate. As it passed the 
house, the bill carried a tofal of $8,442,027, 
which was increased in the senate to 
$11,393,940.

POCKETED BILLS OF THE SESSION. 

The “pocketed’ bills of the session of 
congress ending yesterday which failed to 
become law because not signed by the 
president (exclusive of the four great ap- 
propriation bills elsewhere mentioned) were 
forty-five in number, of which eighteen 
were private pension and relief, twelve bills 
to’ correct military records of individuals 
and four were local legislation for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The measures of general importance that 
reached the president and falled were the 
sundry civil agricultural and Indſan appro- 
priation, the deficiency bill, which did not 
reach the White house at all; the joint reso- 
lution to prevent the introduction and 
spread of contagious diseases in the United 
States, the act setting apart certain Jands, 
in the state of Washington now known as 
Pacific forest reserve, as a public park, to 
be known as Washington National park; 
the act to permit the right of way through 
the public lands for tram ways, canals, 
etc.: the act to repeal the timber culture 
laws, the act in regard to the delivery of 
letters in towns under certain circum- 
stances; the act to require patents to be 
4ssued to land settled under the act to pro- 
vide for settlement of the peninsula of 
Florida; the act to simplify the system of 
making sales in the subsistence depart- 
ment of the army, and the act authoriz- 
ing the Galveston and Great Northern 
Railroad Compauy to construct à railroad 
through the Indian Territory. 


MORE BRITISH COMMENT,

GERMANY’S NAVY.

An Amendment To Change the Name 
of One of Atlanta’s Negro 
Schools. 


Colonel B. F. Abbott this morning filed 
an amendment to the charter for the At- 
lanta Baptist seminary, asking that the 
name of the seminary be changed to that 
of the Atlanta Baptist college. 

This college is one of the most flourish- 
ing schools for colored people in the city. 


DID NOT EARN FIXED CHARGES. 


Colonel Allen D. Candler Tells the 
History of the Gainesville Line. 
Colonel Allen Candler, the secretary of 
state and president of the Gainesville, 
Jefferson and Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, was in his office yesterday. He said 
that the coinpany had defaulted on one 
issue of unindorsed bonds and no fight 
would be made against the appointment 

of a permanent receiver. 

Celinel Candler built this road. He be- 
gan it sixteen years or more ago, start- 
ing at Gainesville and working to the 
south. The outlook was encouragiag until 
he got well into the project. His financial 
arrangements appeared to be all right. 
But in the summer of 1881 President Gar- 
field was shot and there was 80 much 


- uncertainty that his plans were upset. 


But he was into it and not to be sto , 
He had issued $245,000 of 7 per cent . — 
but had sold only 83.000 of them. These 
bonds were not indorsed by any cre. 
Colonel Candler had sold them himself. 
Being in a dilemma, he entered into 


Negotiations with the old Richmond and 


Danville on the one hand and the Georgia 
on the other for assistance. His line cut 
across through a good section of the 
country and the lessees of the Georgia, | 
the Louisville and Nashville and the Cen- 
tral of Georgia concluded to help Colonel 
Candler through with his enterprise. 80 
the rest of the bond issue—$i62,00—was 
sold to the lessees and they disposed of 
them. These bonds were indorsed by the 
Georgia. After a while it became neces- 
sary to have some more money and $75,900 
of second mortgage bonds were issued and 
taken by the lessees of the Georgia. 

Eventually, the Gainesville and Jefferson 
reached Monroe, and there struck the 
Monroe and Social Circle road. This road 
had $40,000 in bonds and some common 
stock. Colonel Candler guaranteed the 
bonds and bought a majority of the stock. 
Finally he got in all the stock by giving 
two-fifths preferred and three-fifths com- 
mon stock in his company. 

Altogether the Gainesville, Jefferson 
and Southern was carrying $360,000 of 
bonds arid $25,000 common stock and 318,000 
of preferred stock. The bonds all tore 7

brought to Atlanta.

Under its influence 
he has been taught obedience to civil and 
religious government; he has been taught 
the golden rule “to do unto others as he 
would that they should do to him,” and 
it is Stteele’s imability to comply with 
this important rule taught him at Mason's 
sacred altar upon bended knees that now 
brings from him such harsh and unjust 
strictures on our sacred order and /ts 
patrons. 

The negro race has largely profited by 
being members of this order. He has 
learned how to lay out work on his trestle 
board for the benefit of mankind and how 
to faithfully perform the same. The 
criminal records of this state show that 
men who are true Masons do not violate 
the laws of the land. To Steele there 
was no place more attractive to him than 
the Free Mason's lodge room until he un- 
fortunately and unwisely used the funds 
of the lodge entrusted to his care and 
keeping. 

In this state our order is patronized by 
the best colored people. The bishops, elders 
and prominent men of the country have 
taken its obligations and are its most ar- 
dent supporters. We contribute to the 
needs of our worthy distressed; we edu- 
cate orphans, we give food, shelter and 
raiment to the widows, we urge our mem- 
‘bers to be faithful to every trust. 

During the year -just past we paid to 
our widows and orphans more than $1,500. 
Our grand master, W. B. Terry, of 
Columbus, Ga., is a man of the highest 
character to be found in the state and 
enjoys the unlimited confidence of all the 
white people of that great manufacturing 
city. 

I am sensible of the fact that controver- 
sies do not build up broken down treas- 
urtes, but as district deputy I feel it my 
duty to make this reply to what Steele 
had had to say of a damaging nature con- 
cerning our ancient orden, No one regrets 
his shortage more than I do, but his stric- 
tures on the order will not rer the 
money, and while I may have pieaged to 
support him, I may have also pledged to 
protect the dignity of the order when 
wrongfully assailed. We have five lodges 
in this. city composed of the best men in 
the race and their treasuries represent 
more than $1,000 deposited in our city 
banks.

The two had many tastes in 
common and Hemphill’s talk was always 
of Barrick, and Barrick’s was always of 
Hemphill. 

Mr. Barrick was very kind to the young- 
er poets and writers of his day. He was a 
kind and judicious critic, and never hesi- 
teted to give a ee a ay word 
of advice. 

I remember that on one » occasion, when 
I handed him a youthful effort in verse, 
he said that he would be glad to print it 
as it stood, but he would suggest one 
slight change. Of course I gladly made 
the change. The poem was printed and Mr. 
Barrick, busy man as he was, saved the 
numerous exchanges in which it was cop- 
ied and gave them to me en my next 
visit. 

My verses later appeared in a Fourth 
Reader and I was the happiest rhymestor 
in Atlarta. Ps

LOYAL OLD JOHN MILTON. 
Through the aid of Governor Atkinson 


and Colonel Allen Candler I have been 


gathering up the odds and ends of the ca- 
reer of loyal old John Milton, the first sec- 
retary of state for Georgia. He seems to 


have been as courageous as he was loyal. 


and as true as steel. When the first g0v- | 
is kept off by the best known mode of 


ernment was established in 1777 John Mil- 
ton, who was a man of affairs in Georgia, 
was chosen by the general assembly to fill 
the honorable post of secretary of state, 
and was given the custody of the great 
seal of the state. The seal contains the 
coat of arms of Georgia on one side with 
“Agriculture and Commerce“ on the oth- 
er, and is a large silver die made to be 
impressed on a waxen pendant. Only four 
states in the union, by the way, retain that 
clumsy appendage. 


Old John Milton stuck to his post when 
all the rest of the heads of the depart- 


‘ments decamped, the young governor tak- 


ing with him the state script, end it is 
said that it frequently took a quire of the 
uncut sheets of script to pay a hotel bill 
incurred by himself and his suite in their 
journeying through South and North Car- 
olina, as they retired in advance of the 
British invaders. When the redooats over- 
ran Georgia Milton removed the records of 
the state government to Charleston, and 
when they captured that city he took them 
to Newberne, then the seat of govern- 
ment in North Carolina. 


There he obtained a lieutenant’s commis- 
sion from the continental congress and 
proceeded to help drive back the invaders, 
and he did valiant service for his country 
during the operations around King's Moun- 
tain. But the enemy continued to advance 
and he took the precaution to remove the 
treasured document; still further and 
found a safe place of concealment for them 
away up in Maryland. It was some time 
along during those troublous times that he 
was captured by the indi ans and had some. 
narrow. escapes from thé vindictive res 
| vengefulness of the red men and their 
British allies before he finally effected his 
escape. He was regarded as an arch-rebel 


| by the enemies of the young repubtic. 
In the meantime he had a son who. was 


a captain in the continental army,. Her- 
schel Virgil Milton, and who afterwards 
arose to the rank of general during the 
war of 1812. When the British and tories 
overran lower Georgia, the counties of 
Wilkes and Richmond were about all that 
were left holding their allegiance to the 
continental congress, and delegates met 
and formed.an executive committee, among 
the members of which was John Milton, 


who was the only representative of the 


state government left in Georgia, and for 
awhile he was the ruling power in Geor- 
gia. 

J 


After the war closed he informed the 
state government, on its reorganization, 
where ne had hidden the archives, 
the general assembly employed a man by 
the name of Nathaniel Pierre, of French 
extraction, to go to Maryland and bring 
them back fo Georgia. As a mark of their 
gratitude for the service rendered by Pierre 
they voted him £40 and a grant of 200 
acres of land. As for honest John Milton 
if he was ever the recipient of any reward 
for his fidelity there is no record of the 
Yact except in one instance. George Wash- 
ington was not as popular down here at 
that time as he has since become. 


The people of Georgia had a misgiving 
that Washington wanted to usurp the 
supreme power. It is probable that the 
story of the hatchet and of his mother’s 
colt had not deen circulated as largely in 
that day and time as they were later on. 
At all events, when the election for a pres- 
Ident of the new republic came off John 
Milton received the vote of the Georgla 
delegation against the Father of his coun- 
try. That was in 1789, and of his future 
career little is known. He was buried 
somewhere near Lexington, after he had 
closed his long and honorable career. He 
was regaded in high esteem by his fellow 
countrymen. as long as he lived, and is one 
of the most heroic e in Georgia his- 
tory. 


His son, Herschel Viren Milton, is also 
buried down there, ,but very few facts 
have bees preserved concerning his later 
career. hds a soh, John Miltoti, who 
was n tor * indtather, who be- 
came the war goverrié 125 ‘of Florida during 
the days of secession,haVing removed there 
from Georgia. He took a prominent part 
tn the affairs of Florida and made a good 
war governor. He had a sofi also who be- 
came the father of Mrs. Governor Atkin- 
son, so that there has been a man Of ‘affairs 


in the family for about a century and a 


quarter, the line of succession in public 
affairs having defi€ted to the female line 


hawin’ — 
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State street school has many of the feat- 
ures of an ideal school. It was built five 
years ago, and there is little possibility of 


its founders having by any chance found a 


better location for the institution than the 
one it has, 

In the first place, it is situated on high 
ground, surrounded by a generous yard 
and in a position to catch the breezes that 
are so precious during the first and last 
months of the sehool year. 

In winter, on the other hand, the cold 


heating, and ventilation is assured by the 
best scientific system that can be con- 
structed. 

The ‘architecture of the building is very 
much like the Fraser street school, and it 
has the many good points, that that build- 
ing has. The good health, the safety and 
the comfort of the pupils is fully consider- 
ed, and nothing is allowed that is prejudi- 
cial to any of these. 

Large rooms, large hall and high ceiling 
are the evidences, and in fact everything 
that is conducive to good scholarship and 
good results in other ways is given in the 
matter of accommodations. 

The situation of the school in regard to 
its district is also a very happy one. It is 
as convenient to the vast majority of its 
scholars as it could well be, and is per- 
haps nearer to the home of those who at- 
tend it, as a general rule, than most of the 
Atlanta schools are. . ° 

Altogether the State street school, from 
the outside, as it were, is a very excellent 
‘school, and to find anything short! of the 
very nicest about it, when it is considered 
more intimately, would be wary much of a 
disappointment. 

It can be said right now that no such 


} disappointment or anything near it, is ex- 


perienced by one with even the most ex- 
aggerated ideas of what a’ school so hous- 
‘ed should be. On the contrary one finds in 
every way, 
| and exacting. | 

In the matter of schelarship, in order 
and in attendance, much is expected and 
much recelyed. . . : ’ 

Every school has different conditions 
with which to contend, and due allowance 
should be, and is made for the difficulties 


tat mot only confront the teachers, but 


also the scholars. These things do not 
show in statistics, but they cannot remain 
unknown by those who really know the 
school, and considering these and then the 
record which State street school has reach- 
ed it shows a devotion upon the part of 
the teachers and scholars that marks it 
above the ordinary. : 

In the first place with all those surround- 
ings that would make it natural to be 
otherwise, the eighth grade of State street 
school is comparatively large. 

This year the school has about thirty in 
this class, and it is fair to say that one 
thing that conduces to its being of this 
commendable ‘size is the love the scholars 
have for their school and the pressure they

STATE STREET, SCHOOL, 


bring to dear to permit their own at- 
tendance, 


It is with real sorrow that a pupil leaves 
State street school for any cause and he or 
she has an unquestionably good and suffi- 
cient reason for doing so. 

The teachers of this school are very 
much identified with it. In the five years 
of the school’s existence it has had many 
changes in its faculty. The principal who 
saw it over the rough step of the initfal 
years, Miss Brenner, that was, has re- 
signed, 

She left the school, however, as a well 
established fact and with prosperity in its 
grasp and greater work before it: More 
than this, however, she left it In the hands 
of Mrs. Scrutchin, who, in the two years 
of her administration, has earned a repu- 
tation that is most enviable. No teacher 
or principal in any school could be more 
thought of or more kindly spoken of by 
puplis, past or present, than Mrs. 
Scrutchin. 

Only three teachers remain this year of 
those who saw the school organized five 
yeirs ago. The others have been called to 
other schools one by one. The last one to 
profit by this transfer being Crew street, 
which secured the first grade — of 
State street, Miss Hodges. 

Miss Hutchinson is assistant deincipal 
and was one of the teachers who was with 


‘the school at the beginning. Miss Dunlap 


and Miss Burchaell, also members ot the 
first year’s faculty, teach the seventh and 
sixth grades respectively. The other teach- 
ers are Miss Sophia Lynch, Miss Myrtis 
Smith, Miss Nora Smith and Miss Mal 
Giles, t@aching the different grades down 
to the first, the lowest grade being pre- 
sided pxuer by Miss Pearl Hodges. 

As to the students in the school, of which 
there are about 400, they are a pleasant 
lot of boys and girls, and one not in the 
least hard to control. 

Their fondness for the school {s, great. 
Indeed it would be hard for it to be other- 
wise, for the eppirit du, gos, among the 
teachers could not help but impress itself 
upon thé pupils. 

Their scholarship is high. Taken alto- 
gether they are an exceptionally studious 
set of boys and girls and are exceptionally 
nice. 

In very many ways the school is a model 
one. It reaches a set of children w seek 
and crave learning, although they are not 
given credit for it, as a rule, and they give 
the children all that is possible during the 
years that they are under the school's 
care, 

The institution has become in the short 
time of its existence one of the most per- 
fected institutions in the Atlanta public 
school system. 

In reaching this state it has had behind 
it the immense advantage of this system, 
which, in itself, is remarkably excellent 
and proficient, and the aid of the faculty 
that was all that could be wished for. 

State street has a proud record and its 
present condition makes a very useful and 


uccessful future more than probable.

Preparations Ate Being Made tor the 
Investigation of the Sanitary De- 
partment Affairs on Tucsday Next,

The Veal-Joiner trial is developing rapid- 
ly, and it is said that every city official 
in the chamber of.commerce, besides a 
great many other witnesses more or less 
prominent, have been summoned by the 
defendant.

PREPARING HIS PAPERS. 


JUDGE. TOMPKINS WILL PRESENT | 


BRIEFS IN THE APPEAL CASE. 


He Will Show to the Circuit Court 
the Exact Condition of Affairs of 
the Southern Mutual ‘Baild- 

stench Soe ee Bae. 


Judge Henry B. Tompkins is preparing 
the papers in his appeal of the case of 
Charles E. Gardner et al. vs. the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan : Association, 
which will be forwarded to the circuit 
court of appeals at New Orleans. When 
the appeal reaches the clerk of the court 
in New Orleans the papers will be placed on 
record and the case set down for heuring 
upon a certain date, possibly during the 
first part of April, and a decision will then 
be returned some time during the latter part 
of April, or the first days of May. 

Judge Tompkins has every belief that he 
has an excellent case, and if Judge New- 
man’s decision is reversed, he will be or- 
dered to appoint a receiver for the United 
States court. When this is done litigation 
of an interesting and exceedingly intricate 
character will be begun. 

As the case now stands, the receivers 
appointed by the state courts have in their 
possession scarcely anything more than 
the books and accounts of the association, 
while all the mortgages of thé association 
are under the control and direction of the 
United States court. 

These securities and mortgages amount 
to something over $500,000, divided as fol- 
lows: In the hands of the state treasurer, 
$331,000; tn the hands of the Iowa Life In- 
surance Company, $110,000; in the hands of 
Judge John BD. Berry, $20,000; and in the 
hands of the Bates-Farley bank, $30,000. 

These notes, mortgages and securities 
cover a majority, and; in fact, nearly all 
the assets of the associatipn, and without 
them the state receivers could do nothing, 
and, on the other hand, without the books 
of the association, which are in the hands 
of the state court receivers, a federal re- 
ceiver. could rot administer the assets. 
Thus it is that the matters reach a pecu- 
larly interesting stage. 

If Judge Tompkins wins his case before 
the circuit court of appeals, and a federal 
receiver is appointed, then the attorneys 
representing such receiver will go before 
the state court and ask that said receiver 
be placed also in possession of all the as- 
sets of the association. 

Should the state court refuse to recog- 

nize the federal court, there would develop 
‘an interesting clash which it would take 
months to settle and unravel. 
There are some fine points of law in the 
case and the decision will go down as one 
of the most important in federal practice 
which has been rendered in years.

ARE WE RETROGRADING? 


— — 


From The Thomasville Times- Enterprise. 

The pulpit, like the press, receives a good 
deal of free advice. It is not often that we 
have undertaken to tell preachers how to 
improve the morals of the people and to 
save sinners. They have studied the vital 
question and are supposed to understand 
it better than others. The recent tirades 
from sensational preachers in Atlanta 
against some of the minor sins, while great- 
er crimes, crimes against society and the 
state, were stalking the streets of that 
city, have called forth more or less criti- 
cism. The latest move in yeforming At- 
lanta is to close up the postoffice and pro- 
hibit any one from receiving any mail, 
however important, on Sunday. This is re- 
form run mad. It is going back to the old 
blue laws of New England. And as a sam- 
ple of these we print the following: 

“That none be allowed to be housekeep- 
ers or build any cottages till such time as 
they be allowed and approved by the gov- 
ernor and council. 

That if any person take tobacco whilst 
they are empannelled upon a jurie, to for- 
feit five shillings for every default, except 
they have given up their verdict, or are not 
to give yt until the day or dep’t, the court 


| by consent. 


‘It is enacted by the court, that any 
p’son or p'sons that shalbe found smoking 
tobacco on the Lord's day, going to or com- 
ing from the meetings, within two miles 
of the meeting house shall pay twelve 
pence for every such default to the colo- 
nle's use. A 

It is enacted by the court that noe rum 
shalbe sold in this gov’ment to exceed in 
prise above five shillings a gallon, or if re- 
tailed, two pence a gill. 

“And whosoever shall frequently neglect 
the public worship of God on the Lord's 
day, that is approved by this government, 
Shall forfeit for every such default con- 
victed of, ten shillings, especially where it 
appears to arise from negligence, idleness 
or prophaneness of spirit. 

“No one shall be a freeman or give a 


vote unless he be converted, and a mem- 


ber in full communion of one of the 


churches allowed m this dominion. 


“No man shall ‘hold any office who is not 
sound in the falt, and faithful to his do- 
minion; and whoever gives a vote to such 
a person, shall pay 4 fine of £1; for a sec- 
ond offense, he shall be disfranchised. 

“No food or lodging shali be afforded to 
a Quaker, Adamite or other heretic. 

No one shall run on the Sabbath day or 
walk in his garden, or elsewhere, except 
reverently to and from meeting. 

“No one shall travel, cook victuals, 
make beds, sweep house, cut hair or shave 
on the Sabbath day. 

“No woman shall kiss her child on the 
Sabbath or fasting day.“

They demand longer hours 
for sleep, more fresh air and fresh water, 
and When the doctors send police reme- 
dies out to quiet them frequently they only 
rebel fhe more. 

.This is morbidness or melancholia due to 
some intangible spiritual process of prog- 
ress or decay, we tell ourselves; and weak 
and foolish mortals that we are, we feel 
a bit superior to those of the common 
herd who dig their allotted length of ditch 
each day and are not aware that they 
have any physical systems. I say weak 
and foolish mortals, for after all, we are 
only boasting of an indigestion. Our deli- 
cate machinery has not been properly cared 
for and a screw is loose somewhere: we 
feel a sense of numb discouragement: 
nothing is much worth while: there is 
no “sense of oneness with our kind.“ Now 
all of this is easily due to indigestion and 
in nine cases out of ten that ls the trou- 
ble. Life is a very practical affair, as Mon- 
taigne tells us. Frequently we sound the 
depths of hades, scale the heights of heav- 
en and prowl into the musty past seeking 
reasons for our being and our most pecu- 
Har moods, when the whole scheme of 
cause and effect is in the domestic nut- 
shell, which a practical man may crack— 
and the impractical pencil point may pick 
out. ‘ 

If one eats hot muffins and milk it 
means a lazy, dull soft mood, for all the 
world like a well-fed cat snoozing by the 
fire, inert and sleepy-eyed. 

Then again a perfect cup of coffee with 
tawny lghts as of gold in its black 
depths, and with saltine wafers to crunch 
between one's teeth between sips of it, 
Will bring out another side of the feline 
nature,.so to speak. This will be a mood 
full of flashing laughter, low and full of 
unspeakable things -that..somehow get 
spoken. It awakens wide-eyed thoughts 
that slip through the darkness with a 
keen sense of pleasure; that prowl over 
Btrange tiles, pouncing upon mouselike 
facts and doing battle with other thoughts. 
Sometimes there are claws hidden in RI 
mood, too, and the sly scratches cause 
consternation and irritation. Possibly the 
time will come when this theory of reap- 
ing What you sow, as applied to the phys- 
ical field of action, will obtain ground and 
editors will make an exhaustive study of 
it with a view of pinning down. ‘their 
writers like Strashourg geese, and stuffing 
them according to the style of the stories 
they are to write. 

So the current of one’s thoughts may be 
often turned away, losing the name of ac- 
ticn, ‘on account of a bad dinner. How 
many love affairs and business enterprises 
heve drifted to ruin and wreck against 
these indigestible obstructions nobody 
knows. Life is worth living or not worth 
living according to the goodness or the 
badness of the dinner we've just had. In 
the drawing room is intellectual talk, nim- 
dle wit, laughter and music among the 
guests; down in the kitchen the dinner is 
being cooked which shall Jetermine in a 
measure whether the wit shall be as nimble 
or the talk as good. Give a man muddy 
coffee and his wits will be dull and slug- 
gish; give him heavy bread and his soul 
will be as unable to rise to the sublime as 
the bread was. He sinks into dyspeptic 
depths and is in no mood for the contem- 
plation of the beautiful, so when my lady 
shows him her new Easter bonnet (by the 
way, it is nearly time for them now) he 
sees nothing but the bit of paper tucked in 
the lining with the price on it. He raves 
over that, though. 
| The dyspeptic also scoffs at the new wo- 

man and is firmly convinced that she is 
respongible for his woe. He longs for the 
: cookery’ of his boyhood days: there wasn't 
any new woman then and he was perfecily 
happy. These two facts are naturally as- 
sociated in his mind and the new woman 
drops in his estimation. Of course boys 
have digestions like that of an ostrich and 
a really bad ple does not affect their well- 
being; but he forgets this and it is useless 
to seek to convince him of his mistake.

PANIC STRICKEN LAWMAKERS. 

“The Georgig legislature had become 
panic Stricken on Friday night about mid- 
night and had adjourned pell mell, leaving 
all their acts and records scattered about 
the assembly rooms. It was a case of 
Sherman take the hindmost. 

“Sunday Colonel Barnett went to the cap- 
itol to try to get together the legislative 
acts, so as to preserve them. He was busy 
at that when a runner dashed up to my 
house and reported that the vanguard of 
Sherman’s army was entering the city. I 
immediately dispatched my little boy to 
the capitol to inform Colonel Barnett, and 
he quietly left the building and concealed 
himself under the bluff of the Oconee river 
until nightfall, when he came to the house 
with the acts of the legislature and the 
two seals in different packages. 

„ Now, Mary Ann,“ said he, ‘I am going 
away, and I want you to take care of these 
acts and seals.“ 

* Well.“ I answered, ‘If you are going 
away, we will hide the seals in a safe place 
before you go,’ and calling for a lantern 
and a spade he and I and our little boy 
left the house by the rear entrance, and, 
selecting a spot near one of the pillars, we 
dug a hole and placed the old state seal, 
that was made in 1, in the bottom of the 
hole, securely wrapped, and on top of 
that we placed the confederate seal, made 
in 18656. We then filled up the hole careful- 
ly, scattering bits of broken stone over the 
spot, so that ft hooked like where children 
had been playing. 

BURIED AT DEAD OF NIGHT. 

“It was in the dead hours of the night, 
and all the time we were burying the seals 
the thought came constantly into mind of 
the birial of Sir John Moore, and the lines: 


We buried him darkly at dead of night, 
The sod with our bayonets turning,’ 


were constantly ringing in my mind. Af- 
ter we had finished the work, Colonel Bar- 
nett left and my little boy and myself were 
alone to face the yankee army. 

But I have the blood of old George Wal- 
ton in my veins and I was not fraid to 
face ten thousand of them, and I went 
about my daily duties as if there were not 
a yankee trooper in a hundred miles of 
Milledgeville. Barly on the following morn- 
ing I went to a pen where I had four lit- 
tle pigs fattening, and, digging a hole as 
deep as I could get it in the bottom of the 
pen, I deposited the acts of the legisiature, 
after having wrapped them in thick paper, 
around which I sewed a stout piece of 
cloth, and then wrapped that in another 
thickness of paper. I then went to the 
barn and secured a lot of fodder and shucks 
and threw them in the pen and told the 
pigs to make their bed there. 

“During their occupancy of the town 
a number of the federal officers came to my 
house. 

THE NORTH WIND WAS BLOWING. 

“On the day after we buried the seals 
the weather turned bitterly cold and a 
yankee officer came to my house and told 
me he wanted something to eat. I gave 
him a good supper, for which he thanked 
me heartily, and remarked on leaving that 
he had always heard of the bright, sunny 
south, but that he found the weather as 
cold in Milledgeville as it was in the north, 

Tes, but you must remember that the 
wind is blowing from the north fist now,’ 
I replied, and he laughed at the witticism 
which I had uttered at our own expense. 

“When Sherman evacuated Milledgeville 
he left two men with instructions to burn 
the capitol. I pleaded with them to let 
me have the handsome oll portraits of my 
kinsman, William Harris Crawford, as he 
had served the United States government 
as secretary of the treasury and secretary 
of state and as a foreign minister and was 
in no wise concerned in the act of seces- 
sion. They complied with my request and 
removed the picture. 

SHORT ROUTE TO MACON. 

“In a short while after Sherman left, 
however, a confederate general, whose 
name I have forgotten, entered the town 
and captured the men who had been left 
to set fire to the capitol. They were 
brought in front et my house and I heard 
the commander order his men to take them 
to Macon by the short route and to return 
in two hours. Of course I knew what that 
meant. I began pleading with him to spare

The incoming of the new national ad- 
ministration has been looked forward to by 
business people as the pivot upon which 
prosperity will return. Regardless of party 
affiliations this is a condition which will 
be appreciated, and if political prophets of 
the dominant party do not see to it that 
their promises are promptly fulfilled they 
had as well retire from the platform.

A matter of much encouragement to the 
south which has been noted by the press 
is the exportation of southern iron to 
England, until recently the cheapest iron- 
producing nation in the world. It is said 
that these exports were made ut a profit, 
and that England can no longer compete 
with us in that industry. One of our 
drawbacks lies in the fact that our re- 
sources are so varied and vast that we can 
produce more than we can consume, and 


the one thing. needful to put us on a per- 


manently profitable plane is to find foreign 
markets for our surplus products. In some 
lines we have, of course, been large ex- 
porters for a long time past, but what we 


must have is a market for a greater va- 


riety of what we produce. This will give 
permanent instead of spas.nodic’ employ- 
ment to our working people who make up 
the great majority of our population. 

Local fimancial matters are in an entire- 
ly satisfactory condition, money being 
plentiful and easily obtained for all worthy 
enterprises. Securities are firm without 
special activity. 

Georgia railroad stock, which is more 
largely scattered than any other share 
capital in the state, ts selling far velow its 
real worth. Immediately preceding the be- 
ginning of litigation over the lease by 
Messrs. Brice and Thomas about two weeks 
ago there was a’ decidedly strong feeling 
in the stock, and but for the ling of this 
bill the market, for it would doubtless be 
several points higher than it is today, but 
investors are timid where the courts are 
invoked, no matter what the cause, and 
until a decision in the matter is made there 
will be no advance of moment.

McCullough Bro.’s Fruit and Produce 
Letter. 


Atlanta, March 6.—The very unfavor- 
able warm rainy weather that has for the 
last few days prevailéd has materially de- 
preciated the value on sales for most every- 

in the line of fruit and produce. It 
materially affects the keeping of such, es- 
fecially fruits, end causes parties well 
stocked no little uneasiness. For the above 
reasons apples especially has been affect- 
ed, and while the points of shipment 
throughout the east have shown very little 
or no decline, our local market has shown 
a considerable surplus and has now too 
ma ay aprles to be disposed of profitably 
to the seller and it will take at least ten 
days of hard work to get the market in 
a good, healthy condition again. 

Oranges are not co plentiful, and with 
the light supply in transit it will no doubt 
strengthen the demand and prices during 
the coming week. 

Bananas are move active, and, while the 
receipts have been unusually heavy, the 
consumption has been greater than at 
any time for several months. Should the 
weather fair us they will no doubt contin- 
ue to advance for some time yet. 

Lemon receipts are heavy with prices 
ranging normal. Their value for the next 
ten days will depend largely on the condi- 
tion of the weather. 

Cranberries have shown a considerable 
reaction during the last week. All the job 
lots left over during and immediately ar- 
ter the holidays have been cleaned up. 
and the market at present is absolutely 
bare. 

Dried fruits are selling well, especially 
California peaches. 

Florida vegetables, with the exception 
of cabbage, are in big demand and badly 
wanted, and anything in the way of Eng- 
lish peas. string beans, squash, cucum- 
bers, head lettuce, strawberries, egg 
plants and tomatoes are bringing fancy 
prices. 

We look for no immediate change in the 
price of cabbage, as the receipts continue 
to pour in, and the present market is.bad- 
ly overstocked. 

Sweet potatoes are some scarcer and 
have been quite active during the last 
three days, with an advance in price of 
5 to 10 cents per bushel, especially on 
pumpkin and bunch yams. 

Irish potatoes are very dull with no im- 
mediate prospects of reaction. The mar- 
ket is overstocked. 

Canadian rutabagas continue active with 
prices the same. 

Onions have shown a slight decline in 
Prices, also the demand has moderated 
considerably. We look for the present 
prices to hold good throughout the re- 
mainder of spring, as the holdings are not 
sufficient to warrant a further decline, 

The weather has been anything but fa- 
vorable for shipments in the way of dress- 
ed poultry. For this reason live fowls of 
every description have shown a strong 
advance, witn a heavy demand, and re- 
ceipts not sufficient to cope with the im- 
mediate wants.
